A (irrftt t>«*t That II a* tl#»«*n Porflold 
by » Knbl»t of luraol. 

The greatest discordance prevails 
among Jewish doctors respecting the 
time of the Messiah’s anticipated com- 
ing, many of them lielieving that his 
appearance is delayed by the iniquities 
of the people of Israel. Rabbi Mashir, 
who lived at the end of tho Fourteenth 
century, describes numerous commo- 
tions, prodigies and signs that are to 
precede that great event.

When Israel shall lie gathered from 
all nations and brought to the land of 
their forefathers, and the Messiah shall 
have rebuilt the city, he will celebrate 
at a gracious reception, nt which every 
one shall lie seated at a golden table. 

At this feast lie will entertain himself 
and company with a great battle lie- 
tween Behemoth and Leviathan. The 
feats of Behemoth will tie highly gratify- 
ing, and Leviathan will come armed 
with his scales as abreast plate and cov- 
ered with a coat of mail. The Imttle 
will be fierce, hut neither will be victo- 
rious. Both will fall exhausted, when 
Messiah, with a great, strong sword, 
will slay them lxith. These tremendous 
beasts, together with the bird Bar.lachue 
are then to la* spitted and laid to the 
fire. Bread will then lie obtained from 
wheat that will greatly surpass the 
growth of our days, as much ns Bar 
Jachne exceeds a common bird in size. 
Sauce will lie yielded to )ierfection in 
the salted Leviathan, and the dessert to 
consist of all the delicious products of 
the Garden of Eden, including even 
some of tho fruit of tho tree of life. 

The guests are to lie treated to exquis- 
ite wine made from the fruit grown ii: 
paradise immediately after the creation 
and preserved in Adam's wine cellar for 
this great occasion. Toward the end of 
the feast the Messiah will fill a cup for 
the guests, over which they are to say- 
grace, and the Messiah will lie requested 
to perform this office, hut God will offer 
it to Michael, Michael to Gabriel.

Wlmt remains of the provisions after 
the feast is over will lie divided among 
the guests, who will sell the same in the 
market of Jerusalem. With jiart of the 
skin of Leviathan will lie made talier- 
nacles, pavilions or awnings for the 
jnst, and the rest will lie spread npon 
the walls of Jerusalem, diffusing a light 
to the extremities of the world. The 
banquet will lie followed and the festi- 
val concluded by dancing and music. 
The Messiah is afterward to marry, hav- 
ing the daughters of kings for wives, 
hut one of the most lieautiful virgins of 
Israel as principal wife or-queen. 

Different jieriods of time aro allotted 
for the dnration of his reign, but all 
agree that he will die like other men, 
his son reiguing in Ids stead.— St. Louis 
Republic.

Tlie model Newcomen engine ban Iwen 
placetl in the museum at South Kensing- 
ton 'and kept in action, the necessary 
heat being supplied by a gas buruer. 
The interest shown in thi« inode], owing 
to ita being in motion, snggeeted the de- 
sirability of placing other models in 
motion. Compressed air afforded the 
most convenient means of snpplyingand 
distributing the requisite isiwer, and a 
service of iron pipes for this pnrinise has 
been laid tinder the lltsir of the gallery 
containing the collection. It was found 
that the reserve power of the workshop 
gas engine would lie sufficient to pump 
air for the purjsise, and accordingly a 
vertical air compressor w.is purchased 
anti placed with the gas engine in a se|e 
arato engine room adjacent to the work- 
shop. 

These alterations w<-n- completed in 
October last, ami the machinery has 
since Is-en iu duilv o|s-ration. At pres- 
ent ten models are shown in motion — 
Newcomen s engine of 1720, Watt’s sun 
and planet engine, two beam engines by 
Watt, with modified parallel motions 
ami air pum]js: Watt’s cabinet engine, 
sectional moilel of the cabinet engine, 
later beam engine by Miller, grasshop- 
per beam engine, horizontal engine by 
Homsbv, with automatiir exiiansioti 
gear, ami modern steam fire engine. In 
all coses the moving machinery is under 
glass. — Loudon News.
